1) Claims 1-3, 7-20, 24-37 and 41-49 are presented for examination in light of the 
amendment filed 2/1 6/06. 

Claim Objections 

2) The claim objections firom the previous office action are withdrawn in Ught of the 
amendment filed 2/16/06. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3) Claims 1-3, 7-20, 24-37 and 41-49 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Referring to claims 1,18 and 35, neither McClendon (U.S. Pat 6757630) nor Elsberry 
(U.S. Pat 6423029), together or in combination with the prior art of record, explicitly teach a 
system or method for verifying fluid supply and flow control device connections whereby an 
operator is prompted to induce a pressure change in a fluid conduit, pressure signals are 
monitored to detect the induced pressure change, and the operator is prompted to confirm that a 
pressure change has been induced if the induced pressure change is not detected within a 
predetermined time period, in combination with the remaining elements or features of the 
claimed invention. 

Referring to all other claims, the claims are dependent on the allowed claims above, and 
are therefore also allowable.
